If a law b« not what it ought to be—that 


ii, if, in its operation, it be found to pro- 
mole injustice, immorality and diso*der in 
society, rather than to aid in rem»-lying 
these evils—is it not a fair question, wheth- 
er such a law should be enforced the tame 
as other legislative enactments, or whether 
Its Enforcement should be waited altogeth- 
er? Most men, we suspect—including 
most of those, even, who are styled " law- 
yers"—will tell you unhesitatingly that in 
a popular government, like our>, all laws 
are practically of equal validity! that ev. 
ery legislative enactir.ent, whatever be :ls 
apparent i attire nnd tend-.-ncy, should be 
enlorctd and lespeclrd, so :ong as it -e- 
mainb unrejitalcd upon the statute hook; 
and what is moie, they will probably insist 
upon it tlmt the iery theory of republican 
government involves this conclusion, and 
that it is properly and faiily incumbent 
upon e?ery citizen, not only to acquiesce 
in, but to aid and encourage such enforce- 
ment. 


We are often reminded, when we hear 


men talk in that styie, of the profound re- 
mark of the noted German author, whom 
we have quoted at the head of this article. 
It may be said that such a remark was the 
natural expression of monarchial senti- 
ments ; but, whatever may have been the 
author's political creed, is there not, after 
all, much significance and truth in the ob- 
servation ? And has it not, in fact, an ob- 
vious and pertinent bearing upon just such 
a question ns the one ne are now consider- 
ing, viz. that of the rightful validity of all 
legal enactments whatsoever ? 


Jf men cannot see, in the wretched fully 


and knavery so olten displayed by individ- 
ual law-makers—in tht gross ond palpable 


inequality of the operation of certain of 
their " laws," so called—and in the per- 
petual .'•hi'iingfi and modifications of their 
decrees,—that all legislative enactments 
ire not, and cannot possibly be, of equal 
obligation ; if men, we say, cannot see this, 
one might almost despair of their seeing 
anything; and yet the German philospher 
has doubtless furnished lhe true explana- 
tion why the mass do not see it, and why 
they prnbnbly never will see it—however 
plain and certain it may be to the observ- 
ing and reilecting feM". 


One of lhe things most needed, eyen 


among the ordinarily well informed and in. 
teliigent classes of our countrymen, is a 


car 'Ini and faithful investigation of the real 
nature and objects of civil government. 
What is a civil government ?—what is its 
proper end and aim?—and whnt arc th 
great fundamennl principles upon which it 
should be established and administered ? 
These aie the questions that need to bi 
widely pondered 
amo:;g us. And the) 


ought to he earnestly studied in the light 
thrown upon them by the most eminent ju- 
rists, by the Book ol books, the Declaration 
of Independence, and the U, S, Constitu- 
tion.
